On. ..I he most interesting divisions of 
the document is that which i* v , ted to reports from the Oonnty ' 
School Superintendents. I In -e superintendents' reports give evi- 
dences of a winespreMd edncai lonal awakening. 

The new school la* is generally credited with marked advance- 
lent toward bettei coiid-i ions. There is a campaign for better 
ouseB and equipment III inan\ counties. Districts are being cou- 
jlidate I aud the oount.v bign schools are being put in operation, 
few schoolhouseH sre being »>uilt and old ones are being repaired, 
'he new svarem is causing me election of a better class of trustees, 
'hicb is a guarantee of better teachers ami more efficieut schools. 
A goodly proportion of the teachers have had nominal training, 
aud this proportion will increase now that the State Normal 
Schools are in operation. 

Most of the County Superintendents say the attendance at the 
tchools is not what it should be. Many of tbem urge the passage 
of a more effective compulsory education law Supei inteudeut 
Crabbe says many plans lookiug tojthat eud have been suggested 
to him, but no one of them appeuls : to him us being entirely practi- 
cal. One reason for the poor attendance in many schools is that 
the districts are sparsely settled aotl the roads are bad. A super 
inteudeut in one of the mountain counties writes: "As a rule we 
ford the creeks endways, so that injtimes of high water the chil 
dren cauuot reach the school houses, but it is grutifviug to me U 
note a gro#itm sentiment to take the roads out of the creeks and 
hnild bndaes where streams must .be crossed." The good roads 
movement, evideutly, wll be an impetus for educational advance- 
ment. 

The new system is making good. It has placed the school in 
tereBts of ihe State "on rising around." While not absolutely per- 
feet, nor eutirelv satiafact(»r1 to everybody, if has induced notable 
improvement. Strengthened as it will be from time lo tlim 
such teaturrBUH need s»t«ii»itheiiing, it will eventually take I 
tock.v out of the builds of iintt»r -ci which so Inn* have cinaged

Sunlight 
in the 
Sickroom

All doctors now agree that the sickroom 
should la? a sunny, one,, if possible. It has 
been remarked in hospitals that patients 
on the sunny side get well quicker than 
those on the dark side. Sunlight gives 
vigor and life. Of course the window 
blind* should be drawn if the patient wish- 
es for a dark room, as people do in pain, 
and in some cases a dark room is necessary, 
but these are the exceptions. In general 
a sunny room is a good medicine. 

In all families there should be one who 
could perform the duties of a nurse. To 
do so requires tact ' and observation. &!* 
must tise her eves and remember every detail and, if possible, note them 
down in writing, to tell the doctor nil about the patient in his absence. 

These arc the principal things the nurse should note: First, tempera- 
lore; Eecond, pulse; third, respiration. 

Taking the temperature means ascertaining the exact heat of the 
tody. This cannot be done by mere feeling with the hand. It muat be 
done with a clinical thermometer, which is a very important help in med- 
ical practice. These thermometers can bo purchased of your druggist and 
jour doctor will instruct as to their use. 

The temp rature can be taken in various parts of the body, the most 
maual being in the mouth or armpit.
